It cannot be said there is today 
any great national intensity about 
the candidates offered by either 
party. There is curiosity, but ‘not 
fervor. 


Reporters arriving here are in- 
formed that gamblers in the City 
of Angels are offering heavy odds 
that Jack Kennedy will make it 
not later than the second ballot. 
There are almost no voices to say 
them nay. 


Speculation 


But speculation is a disease af- 
flicting otherwise good minds in 
election years. ~ And so, since a 
wee mathematical chance remains 
to stop Kennedy, the convention 
takes on some of the mystery of 
the Great Indefinable. There are 
men who nurse the dream that on 
the second ballot the delegate 
weed killer, applied but a few 
days ago by Old Doctor Truman, 
will begin to show its effect. Aft- 
er that second ballot, say the 
makers of this dubious dream, 
the great state of Texas will be- 
gin to be heard from and her 
favorite son, Lyndon Johnson, will 
begin his climb toward the nomi- 
nation. 


But whatever the potency of his 
“Stop Kennedy Specific,” or lack 
of it, it is perhaps just as well 
that Dr. Truman isn’t speaking to 
the delegates at this time. 


There is some - sullenness 
around. There has been pressure 
by the Kennedy forces, and some 
of it was hard to take. But none 
can deny that a great tide flows 
for him. It may be the party is 
weary of the old pros. Maybe 
there is an appeal in a fresh 
young face. I recall that in West 
Virginia the women and school 
girls shrilled and waved and 
cheered whenever the debonair 
young man appeared. Without 
question, he is a fortunate young 
man to have financial wealth plus 
the necessary riches of personal- 
ity ““magic.”’

It is much too early to say, but 
there is a strong line of thought 
here that the astute Texan will 
find managing a convention quite 
different from handling a Senate 
majority and cajoling a minority. 
These thinkers recall that in 1956, 
when Dr. Truman sought to de- 
stroy Adlai Stevenson with Gov. 
Harriman, Sen. Johnson appeared 
suddenly on the scene in behalf 
of Sen. Richard B. Russell’s in- 
terests. It was one of those mo 
ments when the iron theoreti- 
cally was hot.

Russell it must be said that his 
campaign was all but nonexistent 
and not even Sen. Johnson could 
bring about a swing of uncommit- 
ted delegates.

Shot Down

BUFORD—An off-duty police- 
man was shot and critically 
wounded shortly before midnight 
Thursday when he attempted to 
halt a robbery by two masked 
bandits at the American Legion 
Club here, police said. 


Officer Gene Waldrop, 27, of Bu- 
ford, was admitted to the Hutchins 
Hospital. A spokesman said Wal- 
drop suffered a shotgun wound in 
the chest at close range and was 
in critical codition. 


Reports indicated the two white 
holdup men, wearing stocking 
masks, fled the scene empty- 
handed after the shooting. The 
State Patrol rushed every avail- 
able car into the area to aid lo- 
cal officers and volunteers. Road- 
blocks were set up over the area. 


Searchers with bloodhounds 
from the nearby Rock Quarry 
prison were believed to be near 
the two fleeing men in a wooded 
area near Legion Post 127 early 
Friday. 


No witnesses to the attempted 
robbery. could be located. Those 
present at the time of the shoot- 
ing were reported to have left to 
aid in the search. 


Waldrop was reported to have 
been present when the two masked 
men entered the club armed with 
shotguns. He interceded and was 
wounded. 


Premier Fernando Tambroni 
charged Thursday night the disor- 
ders and accompanying strikes 
sweeping the country are part of 
an international Communist plot 
aimed at toppling his pro-Western 
government and subverting de- 
mocracy around the world. 


Word of the new violence and 
death in the Red stronghold city of 
Reggio Emilia in northern Italy 
touched off fresh fumult and fist 
fights here in Italy’s Parliament. 


21 WOUNDED 


In addition to the five fatalities, 
at least 21 persons were wounded 
in Reggio Emilia. The outbreaks 
there appeared to be the worst in 
two weeks of Red-led disturb- 
ances in various places that now 
have claimed seven lives. More 
than 500 demonstrators and 200 
police have been injured. 


Smaller riots were reported dur- 
ing the day in Parma, Modena 
and Naples. 


The big Red-tinged confedera- 
tion of Italian Labor called a 10- 
hour general strike for Friday, 
beginning at 2 p.m. to protest the 
Reggio Emilia killings. 
SHOCKED TO SILENCE 

Tambroni shocked the Chamber 
of Deputies into its first sustained 
silence in days when he read a 
sharply worded statement accus- 
ing world communism of foment- 
ing the unrest. 


“The government,” he said, 
“can prove that the Communist 
party is conducting a preplanned 
action, both in the national and in- 
ternational fields, aimed at sub- 
verting order and democracy.” 


He warned Communist deputies

Walter Reuther, president of the 
United Auto Workers, called for 
the candidates of both political 
parties to make a “pledge of un- 
equivocal support” of Supreme 
Court desegregation decisions. 


Holland’s impromptu plea for 
maintenance of party unity and 
avoidance of a floor fight was 
calculated to make the Southern- 
ers’ position clear but avoid a 
public argument that might harm 
the presidential candidacy of Sen.

sought by scientists throughout |

He displayed an electronic de- 
vice smaller than a water tumb- 
ler and said it was being used in 
the research laboratories to gen- 
erate a beam of light that could 
vaporize anything it was focused 
upon when amplified to a great 
enough degree. 


The development opens the 
way to possible static-free, jam- 
proof and “spy proof’’ radio com- 
munications over vast distances, 
even to the moon, and the planets 
and between man-made satellites 
in space. 


CONCENTRATES BEAM 


A beam directed at the earth 
from a satellite 1,000 miles up 
could be concentrated on.an area 
about 200 feet wide, Maiman 
said. The little device could gen- 
erate a beam so narrow that 
when it reached the moon nearly 
250,000 miles away it would illumi- 
nate a lunar area less than 10 
miles wide, he said. This is the 
“death ray’’ potential. 


By contrast, he said, if an ordi- 
nary_searchlight could reach the 
moon, its beam would spread 
over 25,000 miles. 


When light energy is concen- 
trated in small areas by the 
Hughes-produced device, called 
Laser (for light amplification by 
stimulated emission of radiation), 
its beam is so intense it could 
generate intense local heat. 


‘This suggests the possibility of 
many uses such as sterilizing 
surfaces with the Laser’s beams, 
which can be focused to a needle- 
point,’”” Maiman said.

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Georgia Economy 
Must Grow Faster 


Georgia’s per capita income has been 
rising at a phenomenal rate—a whop- 
ping 75.7 per cent in the past 10 years. 
In spite of this, the state actually 
has lost ground in dollars and cents gains 
in relation to the national average. 


In comparison with the nation, Geor- 
gia now ranks eighth from the bottom. 
But it has advanced from 60.23 per cent 
of the national average to 74.37 per cent. 
We thus have reduced the differential 
but still lag some 25 per cent below the 
country as a whole. 


This, of course, suggests that while 
Georgia’s economic growth has been rapid 
it has not been rapid enough. Census fig- 
ures also bear this out. We're still in the 
process of economic revolution but we're 
not developing job opportunities fast 
enough to take care of increases in popu- 
lation and continued migration from the 
farms. 


Georgia needs to concentrate on de- 
veloping its industrial potential, as its 
leaders know. Various agencies dealing 
with the problem see the need for addi- 
tional research and promotion. As Dr. 
Kenneth C. Wagner, head of Georgia 
Tech’s Industrial Development Branch, 
points out, there is a need for at least 
25,000 new jobs annually. 

All agencies, public and private, 
should coordinate their efforts in provid- 
ing these jobs and erasing the remaining 
income differential.

We have heard quite a lot about the 
ravages of inflation on the small, fixed 
incomes (from pensions, Social Security, 
etc.) of elderly, retired people. Low rent 
housing for them is a must.

For State Crime Panel 


While crime may not be rampant in 
Georgia, there’s enough of it to more than 
justify establishment of a state commis- 
sion as urged by the Atlanta Citizens 
Crime Committee.

The penal system leaves much to be 
desired. Rehabilitation work is prac- 
tically nil. Court procedures need revision. 

These and other deficiencies address 
themselves to the state for correction. 

Members of the Atlanta Crime Com- 
mission are sufficiently interested in their 
task to serve without compensation. 
Surely there are enough dedicated oppo- 
nents of crime throughout Georgia for es- 
tablishment of a blue-ribbon panel to 
function on a similar basis in making this 
a better state in which to live.

Castro Himself Invites 
Ruin for Cuban People 


The United States and the govern- 
ment of Fidel Castro in Cuba have 
reached the expected parting of the ways. 
In the climax to 18 months of steadily 
mounting bitterness, the conflict has now 
reached the stage of economic warfare. 

In a statement which made it plain 
that the United States holds no bitterness 
against the Cuban people but can no 
longer tolerate Castro’s high-handed 
methods and senseless attacks on this 
country, President Eisenhower Wednes- 
day slashed drastically Cuba’s sugar 
quota. This followed seizure of hundreds 
of millions of dollars of U.S. property and 
investments. Anticipated is expropria- 
tion without payment of another half bil- 
lion. 

This immediate-retaliation has long- 
range implications. The Cuban economy 
largely has been dependent upon the 
United States. In fact, the bonus of two 
cents a pound above world market prices 
we have been paying has been subsidizing 
sales of Cuban sugar below market prices 
elsewhere—including those to Russia. The 
deal with the Soviets at prices of 2.78 
cents to 3 cents a pound is below actual 
cost of production. 

It’s difficult to foresee how far Castro 
will go. He will seize remaining U.S. 
property. He will call on the Commu- 
nists to bail him out. This makes the situ- 
ation one of grave danger. As President 
Eisenhower declared, this country can- 
not. tolerate Russian bases in Cuba. ° 

In forcing economic retaliation by the 
United States, it is Castro who is inviting 
“hunger and ruin” for the Cuban people. 
Once they understand this, we can only 
hope they will rid themselves of him.

Are Costly to Atkinson 


An audit ordered by a special Atkin- 
son County Grand Jury shows the school 
system saddled with a hefty indebtedness.

Pursuer Suddenly 
Is the Pursued 


WASHINGTON—The pursuer has become the 
pursued in the race for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination and the hour of crisis is now 


, 


approaching on galloping feet. The front-runner for two years, Sen. 
Kennedy, is for the first time on the defensive, though he is still dis- 
tinctly the favorite. The challenger, Sen. Johnson, has for the first 


time seized the initiative. 

Only days before the opening 
on July 11 of the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in Los Angeles 
Johnson has at last taken the 
step which Kennedy took six 
months before. He has become an 
open, all-out candidate. 


It is obvious that this develop- 
ment and those of the holiday 
weekend have at least to some 
extent challenged Kennedy's 
strong and commanding position. 
Johnson's charges and those of 
former President Truman that the 
convention had been arranged in 
advance to favor Kennedy have 
forced him into the position of a 
man seeking more to protect than 
to expand what he has. 

This does not mean, of course, 
that the odds are still not strongly 
in favor of Kennedy. They are. 
What it does mean is that Jolin- 
son, coming up so very late, has 
gained a lap or two, though he 
has many laps yet to go. 

Kennedy has always conceded 
that unless he made the nomina- 
tion early he would not make it 
at all. Johnson had always con- 
ceded that he had no hope for an 
early or easy victory. He has al- 
ways known that he could expect 
victory only in a situation where 


Kennedy had reached a crest and 
then had begun to decline. 


Discarding on each side what 
would seem to be propaganda 
claims, Kennedy ought to run up 
in the neighborhood of 600 votes 
on the first ballot and Johnson in 
the neighborhood of 500. 

Since 761 are required for the 
nomination, Johnson’s strength 
must always advance, ballot by 
ballot. But Kennedy cannot af- 
ford, even though he is ahead, 
not to advance, also ballot by 
ballot. 

Thus it is that the backers of 
other presidential aspirants—Sen. 
Symington and Adlai Stevenson— 
will in the end determine the 
Democratic nominee. If many of 
them do not soon lean in John- 
son’s direction, Kennedy is in. If 
they should go toward Johnson, 
Kennedy would be out. 

Johnson and Kennedy personal- 
ly, meanwhile, must leave the 
really harsh charges and counter- 
charges to their subordinates. 
Neither can afford to break mor- 
tally with the other. Johnson has 
pledged earnestly to support the 
nominee, whoever he is. Kennedy 
himself had made the same 
earnest pledge.

SEOUL, Korea (UPI)—Two po- 
licemen Thursday were convicted 
of attempted murder and sen- 
tenced to death for shooting a 
student during the demonstrations 
that toppled the regime of Syng- 
man Rhee in April. 


The sentences nanded down by 
the Seoul District Court were the 
first in the series of trials under 
way against former high officials, 
leading politicians and policemen 
accused of various crimes during 
the Rhee regime. 


The charges include rigging of 
elections, corruption, misuse of 
power and attempted murder. 
About 100 persons have been in- 
dicted. 


Condemned to die were Kwon

The plane was a_ twin-engine 
Cessna 310 owned by a Conyers 
company in which Byrd is a 
partner.

Byrd described him as highly 
competent and experienced. 


Byrd said he did not know what 
caused him to change his mind 
about flying home Wednesday 
night.

He said he did not know why 
Burkhalter decided to take the 
plane to Augusta but he presumed 
it was to spend the night with 
his family in nearby Aiken.
